CROP IS “EXCELLENT” 


Down In 1975 


SAC RAMENTO-California’s 
cotton lint production in 1975, 
at 1,954,000 bales, was 25 
percent below the record 1974 
crop of 2,594,000 bales but still 
the second highest production 
year. Cottonseed production at 
740,000 tons was 27 percent 
below 1974 and 1 percent above 
1973. 

The lint crop in 1975 is 
valued at $506,580,000 and 
cottonseed produced was valued 
at $80,660,000. Comparable lint 
and seed totals for 1974 were 
$590,382,000 and 
$160,140,000, respectively. 
Harvested acreage at 875,000 
acres was 29 percent below the 
1,238,000 acres harvested in 
1974. The yield of 1,072 pounds 
per acre was the highest since 
1968. 

Production of all cotton in 
the United States in 1975 was 
8.3 million bales, down 28 
percent from the 11.5 million 
bales in 1974. Cottonseed 
production in 1975 is estimated 
at 3,030,000 tons, 33 percent 
below the 1974 crop. 
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ANNIE DOESN'T QUITE GET HER GUN 
EVEN THOUGH ANN IS VERY GOOD

Annie doesn’t quite get her 
in the current production of 
“Annie Get Your Gun” at the 
Barn theater, even though Ann 
Gilbertson is very good in the 
title role. 

Not until the finale does the 
show develop the exhuberance 
that is written into the Irving 
Berlin tunes and the Herbert and 
Dorothy Fields book. In fact, 
throughout the four scenes of 
the first act we sat and 
wondered, “When does this 
production take off?” 

Well, it didn’t until halfway 
into the second act. 

This is not to say that “Annie 
Get Your Gun” is all bad. It 
certainly isn’t. Costuming is 
colorful; orchestra, directed by 
Larry Brumley, is excellent - 
Melba Rauber and Ellen Noble 
alternating on piano; Herb 
Foerster and Mary Urrutia, 
flutes; Susan Janoko, clarinet; 
and Doreen Franklin, bass. 

Enjoyable nostalgia is created 
by the Berlin music; movement 
of the large cast in and out of 
the theater adds interest; a short 
Indian dance routine by Mary 
Berry, Lola Pennestri, Betty 
Mays, and June Barker is very 
funny; the old pro, Eldon Hunt, 
appearing in three bit parts. is 
just that - the old, entertaining 
pro. 

But... 

Ben C. DeBurle, playing the 
male lead, is not up to his best. 
Perhaps Ben should concentrate 
on performance and voice .and 
not spread himself out as show 
producer and president of the 
Barn board all at the same time. 

Alan Litsey, the fast-talking, 
constantly-moving promoter, is 
entertaining, but at this point in 
his young career he might well 
work on enunciation, 
articulation, and voice control. 
It’s better when folks in the 
audience can understand all that 
an actor is saying. 

As for John Holden in the 
role of Buffalo Bill, we resort to 
the language of his Indian 
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friends - “Ugh.” (Ed. Note - 
Look John. A good performer 
like you ought to have a great 
evening in this part.) 

And as for Don Bonsante as 
Pawnee Bill, we herewith and 
now nominate him for the 
worst-of-the-year Hosscar. 

Joy Canvasser is beautiful and 
entertaining; Joe Teller has 
stonefaced fun with the role of 
Sitting Bull - and that makes for 
fun on the audience side of the 
footlights. 

Choreography and chorus 
work is fair to middlin’ (to doa 
real professional job in these 
areas top dancers and singers 
must be available which they 
probably aren’t in the 
community.) 

Some youngsters come up 
with good performances - Rusty 
Canvasser, Lori Franklin, Kathy 
Franklin and Rhonda Gullett, 
but the use of youngsters rather 
than adults in “‘crowd scenes” 
and the ensemble weakens the 
production. 

There are others in the 
“Annie” cast, in fact bit parts 
pop up all over the place, and 
total production involves a lot of 
people and a lot of costuming. 
Now, if Director Virginia Haydu 
can get the aforementioned 
exhuberance into the total show, 
things could be jumping at the 
Barn for the balance of the 
“Annie” run.

In addition to its 
responsibilities under state law, 
the board, under delegation 
from EPA, is responsible for 
administration of the federal 
grant program, with audit 
responsibilities shared both by 
the state board and EPA. 

According to State Board

“Within the next few months, 
California’s construction 
program will top the level of $1 
billion and within 18 months it 
is expected to reach a level of 
over $2 billion. This includes a 
federal share of 75 per cent and 
a state share of 12 1/2 percent 
_of the monies.”

VISLAIA—Farm crops are 
generally doing well in Tulare 
county according to weekly 
report issued July 16 by 
Agricultural Commissioner 
Clyde R, Churchill. 

Cotton is growing well with 
bloom showing; silage corn is 
making good growth; alfalfa is 
being cut and baled; Navel 
oranges continue to be packed 
and Valencia harvest continues 
with a substantial volume going 
to export; avocados are sizing 
well and crop looks good; peach, 
nectarine, and plum _ harvest 
continues; a few Pearlette grapes 
have been harvested, Cardinals 
and Thompsons are coming 
along. 

Some dryland grain is still 
being harvested, also irrigated 
grain, milo and blackeyes are 
growing well; apples are sizing 
but the crop appears to be below 
normal; melons are being picked; 
tomato harvest is past its peak 
but Bell peppers, squash, 
eggplant and okra are being 
picked. 

But it’s a sad story for 
cattlemen. Lower elevation 
foothill range conditions remain 
poor and many cattlemen are 
thinning their herds.

processors have approved the 
amended processors marketing 
order for clingstone peaches for 
1975-78. More than 70 per cent 
of processors representing more 
than 90 per cent of the cling 
peaches processed in California 
last year approved the amended 
marketing order, which will 
become effective July 7. 

The principal amendment to 
the marketing order will require 
mandatory diversion of off-grade 
cling peaches by processors, and 
will classify peaches with 
invisible split pits as off-grade. 
Under the present Marketing 
Order, only 50 per cent of such 
peaches are so classified. 

The changes in the processors 
marketing order will help ensure 
that only the highest quality raw 
product possible will be 


processed into canned cling 
peach products during this 1976 
season.
